Dei goes far back in the history of 
Catholicism. It is likely that it was 
frst adopted as a means to wean the 
fewly converted pagans away from 
the use of charms or amulets. For 


them the Agnus Dei was the Christian

_ MARRIAGE AS A 
SACRAMENT 


N the case of that sacred rite. Holy 

Matrimony, we are happily able to 
point to the authorized use of the 
title; it is spoken of as “a sacrament 
which knitteth man and wife in per- 
petual love”. Holy Matrimony is “an 
honorable estate, instituted of God in 


the time of man’s innocency, signify- | 


ing unto us the mystical union be- 
tween Christ and His Church, which 


holy estate Christ adorned and beau- 
tified with His presence and first mir- 


acle that he wrought in Cana of Gali- 
lee.” How appropriately, how rightly, 
is it called among us “the Sacrament 
of Matrimony”! 

What can be gained by denying its 
sacramental character? How great is 
our advantage in being able to face 
the horrible spectre of divorce with a 
strong affirmation, supported by our 
formularies, that in Holy Matrimony, 
when rightly solemnized in the 
Church, God gives the man and the 
woman divine and supernatural grace 
sufficient to enable them to be faith- 
ful till parted by death! Marriage. 
divested of its sacramental character. 
becomes substantially a secular ordin- 
ance; there is no sacred mystery about 
it, and no grace; it might be regard- 
ed as but a business partnership, dis- 
soluble by the contractors whenever 
they think it desirable to separate and 
form new alliances; an affair wholly 
within the purview of the civil magis- 
trate, and to which the offices of the 
Church confer merely a religious and 
edifying flavor. 

Contract Easily Dissolved 

The act of joining a man and wo- 
man together as husband and wife 
may be a civil ceremony; no special 
form is necessary; the union is a so- 
cial compact, perpetual! obligations are 
not incurred; for any one of a dozen 
causes the contract may be broken 
and the union dissolved. These are 
the results of the application of ra- 
tionalistic principles to that relation 
on which depends the purity of society 
and the permanence of the state; and 
from such bald rationalism, under 
whose influence the cancer of divorce 
eats ever more deeply into our social 
system, we appeal to the principles 
of the Church and the sanctions of a 
sacramental religion. 


HOLY MATRIMONY is the mar- 


riage in the Church; that adjective is 
the characteristic note of sacramen 
tals. It is a mystery, a sacred thing.

I found no 
difficulty, however, in admitting that 
the Bishops of Rome were the suc- 
cessors of the Prince of the Apostles. 
I have often said that I believed in 


Catholiciam without the Pope. 


Many things have happened which 
have shaken the firmness of these 
convictions. Years of experience and 
observation have gradually led me to 
doubt the Catholicity of the Anglican 
national churches. They permit al! 
sorts of heretical teaching to go on 
unrebuked by the authorities; and 
they make it extremely difficult for 
the Catholic-minded clergy to teach 
or practice the Catholic religion. The 
influential trends of thought and ac- 
tivity among Anglicans are in the 
direction of Liberalism and Protes- 
tantism. Then, too, the actual spirit- 
ual results in the lives of most Epis- 
copalians did not seem anything like 
what one might expect if we had the 
Catholic sacraments. Wherever I have 
carried on my pastoral work, those 


who could be called practicing Catho- 
lice were never more than a smal! 
minority of the congregation 


Impressed By Catholic Work 

Along with these cumulating results 
of my observation and experience, I 
kept my eyes and ears open to what 
was going on everywhere in the 
parishes and dioceses of the Roman 
obedience. All the first-hand inform- 
ation that came to me impressed me 
with the spiritual reality of the bis 
hops and priests of the Catholic 
Churclf and the work they were doing

There are those who believe that because the pendulum 
has swung so far away from orthodoxy, and because there 
must be a limit to the license which youth demands, the re- 
action must come and that it will mean the acceptance of the 
Catholic position, which has stood the test of centuries, and 
which even now makes for the best citizenship and for the 
greatest safety of all. 

A certain Dr. Barry 
GAZETTE says: 

“I see the Church of England disestablished, unbelief wide 
spread, and schools secular in tone and teaching, without any 
practical substitute for the Christian life. Will not many, when 
they see the foundations of religion threatened, turn to the old- 
est and most historic form of religion,—to that religion which 
defends marriage, forbids divorce, pleads on behalf of the help 
less, and above all, has an outlook? Would Papal Supremacy be 
too high a price for these things’ I myself think that minor:

The Beloved Disciple was not

re ree made him dearly be- 
lov by the Saviour. It was 

robably on this account that 
St. John was permitted to rest 
his head upon the bosom ofsthe 
Lord, at the Last Supper. We 

must mention also that Jesus 
asked St. John to watch over 
and help His Blessed Mother. 
The Immaculate Virgin was 
carefully provided for by the 
virgin Apostle St. John. 

After the descent of the Holy 
Ghost St. John preached the 
Gospel in Asia Minor, and 
watched over all the churches 
he founded, while he remained 
at his parish in Ephesus. Being 
called to Rome; he was con- 
demned to death in a caldron of 
oil by Domitian, but he was mir- 
aculously preserved. « He was 
then banished to Patmos. and 
when Domitian died St. John re- 
turned to Ephesus where he 
wrote his Gospel at the age of 
98 years. 

The question of the existence 
of Jesus before His birth upon 
earth was brought to the atten- 
tion of St. John. He asked the 
prayers of the peonle and then. 
under the direction of the Holy 
Ghost began his vreat task of 
the Fourth Gospe!. His Gospel 
is higher and more sublime than 
the other three. He spoke of the 
Divinity of Christ in a manner 
not to be found in the other 
Gospels. The other Gospels 
carry wus along with Jesus 
through His works and ante. 
but St. John reaches eve n to the 
sublime. It is in the Gospel of 
St. John we find the teachings 
about the Trinity: the equality 
of the three Divine Persons, and 
the glory of the life to come.
